The trial balance of the treasurer, which shows the 
present financial condition of the corporation, is an- 
nexed to this report. 

STOCK AND MATERIAL. 

A detailed statement of the valuation of the stock 
and material on hand at the close of the year, for the 
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use and repairs of the road, is hereto annexed, the 
amount ($157,760.01) being included in the treas- 
urers trial balance. 

MOTIVE POWER AND ROLLING STOCK. 

The motive power and rolling stock generally 
have been kept in good condition for service, and 
renewals and additions have been made thereto. 
One (i) new locomotive, built in the shop, has been 
placed in service upon the road, and contracts have > 

been made with the Manchester Locomotive Works 
for the construction of one (i) heavy freight and 
one (i) switching engine. Twenty-four (24) loco- 
motives have been overhauled and thoroughly 
repaired, and many minor repairs made upon others 
during the year. Two (2) new passenger cars have 
been nearly completed, and will soon be ready for ^ 

use. There have also been built in the shops one 
(i) new baggage car, one (1) new car for transpor- 
tation of milk, seventeen (17) new long coal cars, 
eight (8) fuel cars, one (i) new platform car, and 
one (1) new **gouger" or large snow-plow and car. \^ 

New bodies have been built for three (3) box cars, 
twenty-two (22) platform cars, and seven (7) dump 
cars. Numerous repairs have also been made to 
other passenger, baggage, and freight cars of the 
road; and, in addition to the foregoing, appropria- 
tions have been made from the earnings of the year, 
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as appears from the preceding statement of receipts 
and expenses, for more new cars and locomotives 
hereafter. 

The motive power and rolling stock now in service 
upon the road includes the following, viz. : 

39 locomotives. 3 fuel department cars. 

43 passenger cars. 3 " gougers " or snow- 

7 combination cars. plow cars. 

13 baggage cars. 401* box freight cars. 

4 milk cars. 432 long platform cars.

1 wrecker car. 175 long coal cars. 

2 crane cars. 146 dump cars. 
2 construction cars. 

• Including 10 freight saloons and 3 stock cars. 

ROAD-BED AND TRACK. 

The road-bed, track, and bridges have been kept 
well repaired, and are in good condition. During 
the year ten hundred and fifty (1,050) tons of new 
67-pound steel rails have been placed in the track 
of the main line. Five hundred and fifty-six (556) 
y tons of 56-pound steel rails, and six hundred and 

forty-one (641) tons of iron rails, taken from the 
main line, have been relaid on branch roads. Sixty- 
two thousand four hundred and fourteen (62,414) 
new cross-ties, and one hundred and forty-three 
thousand nine hundred and seventy-five (143,975) 
feet of connection ties, have been put in. Four 
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thousand nine hundred and thirteen (4,913) feet of 
additional side tracks have been laid. Thirty-six 
thousand five hundred and thirty-six (36,536) 
pounds of iron girders have been put under the 
track in place of wood. Five hundred and sixteen 
(516) rods of board fence, and four thousand two 
hundred and twenty-four (4,224) rods of steel 
barbed-wire fence, have been built upon the line of 
the road. Entirely new abutments have been built, 
and a substantial iron bridge, carrying three tracks, ^ 

constructed by the Berlin Iron Bridge Co., has been 
put in place over the Nashua river, near Nashua 
station. Repairs have been made to the bridges 
near Suncook, Thornton's Ferry, Goff's Falls, New- 
market Junction, West Epping, and Auburn, and 
also to the Manchester & North Weare R. R. bridges 
at Manchester, Goffstown, and North Weare. . 



DEPOTS AND BUILDINGS. 

The depots and other buildings of the road have 
generally been kept well repaired, and improve- 
ments have been made. A new station building for 
passenger and freight accommodation has been built 
at North Weare, and the engine-house and wood- 
shed at that station have been thoroughly repaired ; 
and many other repairs, which were required during 
the year, have been made to the buildings, platforms, 
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&c., at various stations upon the Concord road and 
its branches, and also to the wharf at Portsmouth. 

The construction of a new passenger depot and 
office building at Concord has been continued dur- 
ing the past year, and the main building is erected, 
and will be completed ready for occupation during 
the coming season. It will, we think, be creditable 
to the road, and convenient and satisfactory to the 
public. 

An extension of the freight depot at Manchester, 
with suitable offices therein, is necessary ; and, 
accordingly, plans have been prepared for the same, 
and the work has been commenced and will be com- 
pleted without delay ; and for that purpose appropri- 
ation has been made from the earnings of the past 
year, which will be sufficient for the greater part of 
the expense. 

MANCHESTER & KEENE RAILROAD. 

In 1 88 1, when the roads of this company, and 

those of the Boston & Lowell Railroad, were oper- 

^J ated in connection, under the joint management of 

^ the directors of the two corporations, an agreement 

was made by them for the purchase of the Manches- 
ter & Keene Railroad by them, in equal shares; 
and accordingly, soon after, large payments were 
made by the roads respectively, on account of that 
purchase, and subsequently the possession and oper- 
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ation of the Manchester & Keene road were assumed 
by them, although the legal title to the property was 
not secured until during the past year. 

However sufficient the reasons for that purchase 
may have seemed at the time, the separation of the 
two roads, and other changes of circumstances since, 
have rendered the investment unprofitable to this 
road. Having taken possession of the road, as before 
stated, the two corporations became liable for the 
operation of it. But the very incomplete and unfit \ 

condition of the road rendered the operation of it 
very expensive and unprofitable. 

Under these circumstances, with the obligations 
assumed by the two roads in the agreement for the 
purchase, and possession taken under it, and with 
the large payments and expenditures which had 
already been made, the proper course for this road V 

seemed to be to make the remaining payments for 
the purchase, and secure the title to the property, 
and make such further expenditures as were neces- 
sary to put the road in proper condition for use ; and 
the directors have acted accordingly. They have > 

made arrangements with the Boston & Lowell Rail- 
road to assume the operation of the road, for the 
time being, at its own expense, and paying a small 
per cent, of rental to this road. 

All the charges against this road, arising from the 
past operation of that road, have been paid, and all 
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the payments on account of the purchase and 
improvements, with the exception of a compara- 
tively small amount, have also been made. 

The act of the legislature, authorizing the pur- 
chase of the road, provided for the issue of stock to 
furnish the funds necessary for that purpose. But 
in the unsettled condition of matters heretofore, it 
has not been thought advisable for this road to make 
any permanent arrangement on that account. The 
funds necessary, on its part, have been provided by 
the temporary use of the moneys of the road, so far 
as available, and by temporary loans for the balance. 
This accounts for the item of notes payable in the 
accompanying trial balance of the treasurer; and the 
amount of rental received by this road from the 
Boston & Lx)well road, at present, is sufficient to pay 
the interest on those loans. 

The amount of the present investment by the 
road, in the original purchase of the Manchester & 
Keene road, and the permanent improvements made 
on it since, appear in the item relating to that road 
in the trial balance of the treasurer. But that item 
r" does not include the losses which have arisen in the 

past operation of the road, and which have been 
included in the expenses of this road. 
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ACCIDENTS. 



September 27, a boy named Edward Sheehan, in 
attempting to get on to a passing freight train near 
Manchester station, fell upon the track and was 
fatally injured. 

September 29, a man named John Gorman, while 
walking upon the track below Manchester yard, was 
struck by an express train and killed. 

On the morning of October 4, the body of a man \ 

nanied Gate was found in the ditch beside the track 
near Amoskeag station. He may possibly have 
been killed by a passing train, but no evidence of 
the fact could be obtained. 

No passenger upon the road has been injured, and 
no accident, causing any material damage to the 
property of the corporation, has occurred during the \ 

year.
